set up institutional reforms to pre- 
vent cohflichs of interest by public 
officials, The Congress has, for 
example, required ‘officials: in all 
three branches of government to 
publicly disclose their finaricial, in- 
teresis, so that the pubilic will be 
aware. of the sources of their in. 


- comes ‘and personal holdings, 


The Congress has also provided 
for full, independent investigations 
of criminal activity by. high-rank- 
ing officials. Many of these re- 
forms have been successtiul im en- 
suring the public that officials are 
free from conflicts of interest and 
not above the law. 

Recently, the President signed 
into law a. bill that I introduced to 
preserve another such government 
reform: the Office of Government 
Ethics, This: small ofifiice in) Wiash- 
ington, staffed with fewer than: 30 


"persons, plays a vital role in pro- 


moting high standards of conduct 
for government officials. Beifore 
each nominee for ‘an exectitive 
branch position is. confirmed by 
the Seniate, the OGE reviews. the 
nominee’s financial disclosume re- 
ports. to determine whether he or 
she has holdings which could pre- 
sent a conflict of interest. If any 
such: holdings are revealed, the 
OGE advises the nominee to take 
alction to. correct the problem, 
such as selling the assets or plac- 
ing them im a “blind trust?? over 
which the nominee will have. no 
control, The OGE also: neviews: the 


‘annual financial disclosure reports 


wf many executive branch officials 
oulce they are in office, to ensure 
that they are complying with con- 
flict-inrinterest laws, 


The Office of Government Eth- 
ics works behind the scenes in 
many other ways to prevent or 
correct ethical problems involving 
executive officials. The Office. 
helps train persons who are new 
‘to government service om how 
to comply with ethics. laws, esta- 
blishes standards of conduct for 
officials in such areas as accepting 
sifts or using government infor- 
mation for private gain, and in- 
vestigatés possible breaches of 
ethical conduct by officials, 

My bill that the Congress pass- 

will allow the Office of Gov- 
ernment Ethics. to continue for five 
more years, The Dill also made 
some charges in the structure of 
the Office to ensure that it can 
operate free from influence or po- 
litical . préssiive from the White 
House, For example, the bill gives 
the Director of the Office a five- 
year term, provides the Office its 
owih Separate budget, and allows 
the Office to issue regulations on 
‘conflict, of interest and standards 
of conduct and financial disiclo- 
sure, 

It is probably utrirealistic to 
think that the govermment will ev- 
er be totally free from scandals 
or corruption. The Congress must 
do -all it can, however, fo put

A federal court ruling has. placed 
in jeopardy the future of hundreds 
of Maine residents: who earn a 
living by knitting at home. 

Cottage industries play :a signifi- 
Cant role in the economy of our 
state, providing both primary and 
secondary incomes, for craftsmen 
unable to nvork outside their 
homes. Hundreds of Maine nomen 
find working at home a convenient 
and useful way of earning support 
for themselves. 

I have written the Labor Sec. 


retary urging him to take what-. 


ever steps are mecessary to .ap- 
peal the decision of a federal court 
in Washington, which ordered 
compliance with the 1942 Fair La- 
bor Standards. Aict, 

The secretary in 1981 rescinded 
the rule prohibiting the knitwear 
industry ¢rom hiring persons to 
knit ganments. at home unless they 
were ‘handicapped or were earing 
for handicapped persons. The law 
was enacted at ia time when there 
were genuine concerns that home 
workers were not being paid the 
minimum wage. 

But the times have changed. and 
now in Maine those working in 
their homes are adequately com- 
pensated and there is no evidenice 
these workers have been abused 

industry, 

Obviously, it is important for 
the government to protect svork- 
ers against exploitation, but at the 
same time the government should 
be sure that its actions do not im. 
Pose protections that will also He 
sult in economic ‘hardships on 
Heople who might otherwise be un- 
able to work at all. 

I hope careful study will be giv- 
en the court’s nuling and that ey- 
erything possible nvill be done to 
allow our home knitters to con- 
tinue their cratt. ;

. Dhe return of civilian govern- 
ment to Argertina arid the results 
of its recent election have been 
encolraging héws to those who 
continue to feel that that country 
tam one day outgrow the stubborn:

omic developrient so frustrating 
to its great potential. . 

But one piece of news from 
Buenos Aires ig distinctly discou- 
raging. Argentina, which a few 
days ago acknowledged the exis- 
terice of an operation plant for 
enriching uraniim, says it will 
tontinie to refuse international 
safeguards for such advanced nu- 
clear facilities, ns 

An enriched wratitim capacity 
can be used to mianufactire nu- 
clear weapons as well as for the 
peaceful purposes Argentina’s new 
president says it will be limited 
to. There imay bé no reason what- 
ever to dotibt lim, Time and cir- 
cumistances, however, cati often 
change original intentions, With- 
out the kind of impartial assiir- 
ahices that international safe- 
guards provide, a world already 
Utieasy about things nuclear will 
have that much more to worry 
About. . Sates: 

Despite the steady unging of the 
U. 8. and others, Argentina is 
among the few nations which still 
do not adhere to the Nuclear Non- 
Proliferation Treaty (NPT) sign- 
ed by the great majority of other 
tountries, including the Soviet Un- 
jor and ourselves, To such non- 
NPT members who seek to arc: 
quire technology and build nuclear 
facilities while declining to place 
all of them wutder the inspection 
and compliance procedures of the 
Intertiational Atomic Energy 
Agency, the strictest sort of ex- 
port controls must be applied. U. 


S. law establishes these controls, 
but they must be constantly scru- 
tinized and revised to make them 
fully faithful to the principles, let- 
ter and spirit of the non-prolifera- 
tion: treaty we have signed, 

For example, a move ig cur- 
rently underway in the Serate to 
close a loophole in our existing 
Jaw that allows the export of nu- 
clear components and technologies 
to non-NPT countries, The loop- 
hole has permitted the Reagaw 
Administration to commit itself to 
‘the retransfer of 143 tons. of heavy 
water to Argentina and to pro- 
vide reactor maintenance and 
techtical services to another non- 
treaty nation, South Africa, To 
close this gap, as I will vote to 
do, is not to accuse any Adminis. 
tration of deviousness or to deny 
the existence of economic or other 
good reasons for wanting to per- 
mit such exports, It is simply a 
Matter of putting first thiztes first. 

There ate two reasons for the 
strictest possible export controls 
on nuclear techriology to non-NPT 
recipients. One is obvious—to pre- 
vent, or severely hamper, the pro- 
gress of stich countries along the 
road to nuclear facilities ard 
know-how. The less obvious co- 
rollary is 10 demonstrate to every 
other country, NPT signatory or 
vot, that that road is unyield- 
inly difficult and uncertain for 
those who reject, or are tempted 
to repudiate, international safe- 
guards, 

Simple declanations by any re- 
cipient nation that its nuclear fa- 
cilities are wholly dedicated to 
peacefiil purposes—mining, elec- 
tric power production, etc, — are 
not enough, For, if those avowals 
are g¢entine, the country im ques. 
tion will also be ready to opem its 
facilities to proper safeguards, in- 
cluding inspection, If i& ig ‘not 
Willing, then the world must be 
suspicious and act accordingly, 
There aré no two ways about it.

BEAR KILL UP SLIGHTLY 

The 1983 Maine black bear kill 
is’ expected to be about 1,300 ani- 
mals—slightly higher than previ- 
ously thowght. 

The prediction was made re- 
cently by Dr. Geonge J. Matula, 
Fish and ‘Wildlife Department big 
game research leader, based on 
preliminary field reports from 
wardens and biologists. 

The department is not concerned 
over the slight increase in the 
bear harvest, tas Miatula’s recent 
researich work, whitch will be fi- 
Malized next year, indicates that 
Maine’s black bear population 
may be somewhat higher than pre- 
viously judicaiten by conservative. 


Sif | Population estimates done during 


the midt.970’s. 

Matula attributed this year’s in- 
creased bear kill to a combina- 
tion of factors, including the fail- 
ure of the beechnut crop im the 
northern) part of the state, which 
forced beams to roam more widely 
in seanch of food to the more ‘ag: 
vicultural areas early im the sea- 
son. This also resulted in higher- 
than-normal reports of bear sight- 
ings and complaints of bear dam- 
lage to crops, beehives sand live- 
stock. 

The increase in bear sightings 
‘and nuisance complaints may also 
indicate that Maine bears are ex- 
panding their range, 

Matula reports that research 
work on Maine bears has been 
very active and successful this 
season, with a record number of 
bears captured and studied, He 
said a total of 187 bears were cap- 
tured this year, and 47 females 
oe been affixed pwith nadio col- 
Lars.

Citizens need mot call the police 
when they have a properby dam- 
age accident in which there is less 
than $300 total damage. 

“State law requires motorists to 
all police only in personal injury 
accidents and those property da- 
Mage accidents where total da- 
mage to. property exceeds $300,” 
said Colonel Allen H. Weeks, chief 
of the Maine State Police, 

Weeks said, ‘Troopers have been 
called to respond to minor prop- 
erty damage accidents — such as 
a vehicle off the road with little 
or no damage — when, in fact, 
poliice were not meeded to investi- 
gate,” 

According to. Weeks, ‘‘whem citi- 
zens call police headquarters or 
state police barracks requesting 
dispatch of commercial wreckers 
for minor property damage acci- 
dents, they should say that police 
assistance is not required.’
